The flexible pro- 
vision of that law, for which the 
President contended to the point 
of a threatened veto, in Mr Hoo- 
ver’s opinion, greatly enhances the 
importance of the commission, and 
incidently, vastly extends the res- 
ponsibility of the President. It is 
Natural that one of Mr Hoover's dis 
position should therefore be disin- 
clined to share this responsibility 
with a commission composed, as 
too many such have been, of poli- 
ticlans or the representatives of 
special interests, 

Many signs point to a continuing 
and increasing discussion of the 
tariff issue despite the fact that 
actual legislation is out of the 
Way. To say that there is wide 
spread dissatisfaction with that 
legislation is merely to say that 
politics! history is repeating itself. 
Always a new tariff is unpopular 
Never does it effect the miracul- 
ous stimulation to industry which 
Its advocates promise. William Me. 
Kinley, being elected to the Prest- 
dency not long after the enact- 
ment of the tariff law which bore 


his name was dubbed during his 
campaign 
prosperity”. For nearly two years 


thereafter his supporters, in face 
of continued depression, writhed 
under the ironical question, “Why 
is the advance agent so far ahead 
of the show?” 

The present law is possibly no 
more unpopular than those which 
preceded it. except among the far- 
mers, who are beginning to ques- 
tion the value of tariff favors to 
their industry. Yet certain new con- 
ditions, industria? and financial, 
make {it seem probable that the 
business community will not per. 
mit it to go unattdcked. The Unt- 
ted States has become a creditor 
nation—second only to Great Bri 
tain in that capacity. Its income 
from foreign loans, exclusive of the 
growing volume of dividends from 
investments in foreign industries, 
fs estimated at $876,000,000 annu 
ally. It is a mere truism to say 
that this cannot in the last analy- 
fis be paid in foreign money, and 
can only be partially met by ship- 
ments of gold. Normally it would 
be paid in foreign goods, but the 
tariff barrier puts a new obstacle 
in the way of such settlements. As 
a result American balances abroad 
are being continually reinvested in 
foreign properties, thus inevitably

increasing each year the voiume 
of indebtedness to the United 
States. The situation is irritating 
to the foreign debtors and—in the 
end—economically hurtful to Am- 


erican industry. 

For the development of mass 
production in the factories of the 
United States has resulted in many 
industries in a volume of produc- 
tion which exceeds the capacity of 
the home market to absorb, Fore- 
ign markets, then, must be sought. | 
and as a result the export business | 
of the United States has steadily 
increased since the war. But ex- 
ports, like the interest on foreign | 
loans. must in the main be paid 
for in goods, and against such bar- 
ter the tariff opposes a serious 
barrier. But more, The various na- 
tions cf Europe’ have discovered 
that tariff making is a game that 
two cun play at. With almost one 
acoprd they are erecting tariff bar- 
riers against the products of the
